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This report includes statistics of 168 echools for the deaf for the 
year 1926-27. Of this total number of schools, 69 are supported by 
the Stkte and are wholly or partly under State control, 83 are parts 
of city school systems, and 16 are imder private control. Seventeen 
schools hdVe departments for blind children, in addition to depart- 
ments for deaf chUdrem Schools having separate departments for 
white pupils and for colored pupils are counted aa two schools. 
Financial items are prorated, where possible, in schools having both 
^ blind and deaf pupils, or both w’hite and colored pupils in separate* 
departmrats. Statistics for State ^hools, for city schools, and for 
private schools fii*e kept separate in'the tabulations which follow.
